The Board of Visitors express the hope that the Legisla- 
ture will continue to assist the University, which is under 
the best possible management, and which is doing a good 
work for the colored youth of the State. The appropria- 
tions prior to 1888 were usually $2,000 per annum ; for 1888 
and. 1889, $1,500 for each year, which is the amount we now 
commend.

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REPORT OF PRESIDENT. 


To Col. J. L. Power, Secretary of Board of Visitors : 


I send herewith a report of our treasurer showing how the 
money received from the State has been applied. The two 
years since I last reported have been years of progress in all 
departments, and especially in the Normgl Department, in 
which the State has most interest. This has now a four years 
course in which instruction is given in the most thorough 
manner, to fit teachers for the free schools of the State. Its 
principal, now in his third year. of service, Mr. A. S. Hill, 
1s a teacher of much experience, whose services during vaca- 
tion are in constant requisition in the North at Teachers’ 
Institutes and Normal courses. The grade of work done has 
been steadily raised. On this account, and because of the 
lengthening of the course, no pupils have been graduated 
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during the past two years. We do not regret this. We in- 
tend to make a diploma mean more than that pupils have

gone over” certain studies. Nothing will more conduce 
to the development of the free schools than thoroughly 
trained teachers. Such teachers we are trying to train and 
in this way help in carrying out the excellent provisions 
made by the State for the education of the colored race. 
The work of the three grades preceding the Normal De- 
partment is of such nature that students are fitted inthem for 
teaching, and many from these grades have proved successful 
teachers inthe summer schools. During the past year we 
have established a special teachers’ training course of six 
weeks, beginning the fourth Tuesday in March of each year. 
In this course instruction is given in the best normal methods, 
by a competent corps of teachers, and those desiring to be- 
come teachers are fitted for the State examinations: and 
given a practical insight into the! best methods of carrying on, 
their schools. There are many who do not feel able to take 
a full normal course, but who do desire some knowledge of 
the best methods of teaching. For such, this special course 
offers great advantages. Many who had already taught, 
availed themselves of this course last year. It will enable 
those who hold second or third grade certificates to obtain a 
higher grade. Classes are formed of those desiring to ob- 
tain the different grades. The influence of teachers educated 
in our regular Normal Department and trained in the special 
course cannot fail to raise the standard of instruction, and the 
State is benefitted thereby. Although the special course puts 
unusual labor upon our teachers, no other charge is made 
than our regular rates for school instruction and board. We 
believe that such work as our normal department is doing 
justifies the State appropriation to Tougaloo, and would jus- 
tify the restoration of the amount yearly given before 1888. 
Our constant growth makes constantly increasing expense. 
In all other departments of the work progress has been 
made. It is our endeavor to do for as many as possible of 
the colored race the practical work most needed to fit them 
to be useful, moral and Christian members of the community. 
Our industrial departments are of growing efficiency and 
usefulness. The occupations taught to the boys are farming, 
stock-raising, carpentry, blacksmithing, wheelwrighting 
painting, tinning, turning, and to the girls all branches of 
household work, sewing and dressmaking. The value of such 
industrial training can hardly be overestimated when consid- 
ered either with reference to the development of the colored 
people themselves, or with reference to their usefulness m 
the community. It trains to habits of industry and self 
reliance ; it gives the means of earning a respectable liveli- 
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hood ; it fits them to make and value decent homes, and on 


the homes of the people depend mainly their moral and 


material progress. Everything which helps in industry and 
character is of value to the commonwealth. 

During the past year improvements and additions have 
been made to the ladies’ hall to the extent of $5,500. Im- 
provements and enlargements are contemplated for the 
coming year. f ; 

The growth of the school has been rapid, and this year all 
our buildings are overcrowded. Not far from one hundred 
applicants for admission to the boarding department have 
been refused for lack of room, and an additional hundred 
would be day pupils likewise. The attendance for the past 
few years has becn— 1886- 7232 

1887- ’8_326 
1888- ’9__3438 
1889-90—875 up to January 13, 1890. 

So fast as we can obtain means the school will be enlarged 
to meet the growing deniands. 

The number of instructors has been increased to 17. In 
this number are represented five of the leading religious de- 
nominations, and while the school is emphatically a Chris- 
tian school, and we place most especial emphasis upon the 
development of Christian character, sectarianism finds no 
place in the institution. 2 

We are grateful to the State for its aid in past years and 
to the Board of Visitors for their kind interest. We shall be, 
glad to have a continuance and increase of the same, believ- 
ing that Tougaloo will be an ever-increasing benefit and honor 
to the State of Mississippi.

The Normal Department of the Tougaloo University has 
been, as I am informed, successfully conducted. Its course 
covers four years and the students are well prepared to teach 
in the free schools. A six weeks normal session has been 
introduced for special instruction in the science of teaching. ° 
This is designed to accommodate those students who are 
unable to take the full normal course. This session is held 
in the spring and is attended by many colored teachers, 
during the vacation between the winter and summer terms 
of the free schools. This institution has accomplished much 
good to the colored people of the State and is contributing 
largely to the elevation of those who have attended its 
Sessions. 

I refer you to the report of the State Superintendent for 
information touching the details and work of the school and : 
commend it to your favorable consideration.
